OVERS RTI FIC ‘ATION ‘ 
A New York Evil That is Not Known in 
St. Louis. 

In regard to oververtification of checks by 
National Banks, the following Was sent to the 
Associated Press from New York lastnight. 

Concerning the announcement made in to- 
duy's New Jork evening papers to the effect 
that Comptroller Knox has written a le:ter to 
Meigs, National Bank Examiner, point.ng out 
that the National Bank Act forbids n uwional 
banks to certify checks in excess of the amount 
to the credit of the drawer of the check, and 
thatthe Department must and will see that 
the law is respected and obeyed, the former 
says he does not intend to make public the full 
text ot his letter until he bas consulted with 
secretary Sherman. Comptroller Knox 
says his attention has not been 
cailed to the matter, as had been reported, but 
that he bad been observing the course of affairs 
for some time past, with» view to ending the 
practice. It is the intention, by rigid enforce- 
ment of the law, toretuce to & minimum the 
undue facilities tor stock gumbiing which have 
been growing up under this system ot certifica. 
tion. The law empowers the Comptroller of 
the Currency to enforce its obeyance, and any 
failure to observe it leaves it discretionary with 
im to appotut a receiver for the offending 
bank, and if necessary to enforce the individ- 
ual liability of the stockholders. 


It is further learned by a special telegram 
from New York, that Natienal Bank Exam- 
iner Meigs visited several of the banks yester- 
Gay, and told them the law must be obeyed in 
regard to the certifying of checks. 

The practice of the overcertification of 
checks by banks has been confined principally 
to New York. it simply means that a etis- 
tomer of a certain bank could go and get a 
certified eheck for more money than

A Tale of Capiivity in the Hands of 
the Hostile Utes, 


As Told by Miss Josephine Meeker, One 
of the Captured Party.

Full and Vivid Details of the Outbreak 
and Massacre.

ALAMOSA, SAN LUIS PARK, COL., Octo- 
ber . - Mrs. Meeker, her daughter Joseph- 
ine and Mrs. l’rice and her two children have 
leen detained here two days on accounf of 
Mrs. Meeker’s illness, caused by nervous re- 
action, after aterrible journey of 500 miles 
on stages and Indian ponies, bareback and 
Wiih poor saddles, over mountains and alkali 
deserts. During this ordeal she was only 
half clad in a calico dress and a single shawl, 
Without blankets, and had only bare ground 
to sleep on in the Indian camps. The party 
leave for Denver in a day or two, going 
thence to their home in Greeley. 

MISS JOSEPHINE MEEKER 
was threatened with death, and her escape 
was narrow. Her story contains the following 
account: 

The first I heard of any trouble with the In- 
dians at my father’s agency was the firing at 
Mr. Price while he was plowing for Indian 
crops according to Government instructions. 
The Indians had the idea, and said, that as 
soon as the land was plowed it would cease to 
belong the Utes. Two or three councils 
were held, and an Indian woman, Jane, the 
wife of Panvitt, was the cause of the whole 
trouble. 

The trouble seemed settled 
secretly however. The

THE MASSACRE BEGINS, 

I was in the kitchen with my mother, wash- 
ing dishes. It was afternoon. IL looked 
of the window, and saw the Utes shooting the 
boys working on the new buliding. Mrs. 
Price Was at the door washing clothes. She 
rushed in and took Johnnie, the baby, to fly. 
We ran into the milk-room, which lad only 
one small window, and locked the door, and 
hid underashelf. The firing went on for 
several hours at intervals. There was no 
shouting, no noire, but frequent tiring. We 
staid in the milk-room until it began to fill 
with smcke. The sun was half an hour hich.

About twen- 
tv other Indians were in the party. Mother 
came later, riding back behind Dotulass, 
both on one horse. She was 64 vears old. fee 
ble in health, wounded, and not recovered 
from a broken thigh caused by a fall two years 
avo. Chief Dou; as rave her neith- 
61 horse, suddle, nor blankets, 
Wi followed the river, and on the 
other side, Pursune brought me a hatful of 
water to drink. We trotted along until 
o’clock, when we halted fora half-hour. All 
the Indians aismounted, and blankets were 
spread upon the ground, and I taid down te 
rest, with motber lving not far from me. Chief 
Douglass was considerably excited, and made 
a speech to me with many gestures and great 
emphas sis. He recited his grievances, and 
explained why the massaere gan. He 
said Thornbui gh told the Indians he Was go— 
ing to arrest the head Chiefs, take thew to 
Ft. Stele, and put them ina calaboose, per- 
haps hang them. He said my father had writ- 
ten all the letters to the Denver papers, and 
circulated wild reports about what the 
dians would do, and was responsible for 
the hostility againstthe Indians among the 
whites West. While Douglass was telling 
this he stood in front of me with his gun, and 
his anger was dreadful. Ile said father had 
always been writing to — Then he 
SWORE A FEARFUL ¢ i 
in English, and said if the soldiers had not 
come and threatened the Indians with Fort 
Steele and the calaboose, and threatened to 
kill other Indians at White River, the agent 
wouldn’t have been massacred. Then the 
brave Chief, Douglass, who had eaten at our 
table that very day, walked off a few feet, re- 
turned, and placed his loaded gun to my fore- 
head three times, and asked me if I was going 
to run away. Itold him I was not afraid of 
him nor of death, and shoald not run away. 
When he found his repeated threats could not 
frighten me, all the other Indians turned on 
him and laughed at him, and made so much 
fun

HE SNEAKED OFF 
and went over to frghten my 
hands took a drink around my bed, then they 
saddled their horses, and Pursune led my 
horse to me, and knelt down on bis hands and 
knees for me to mount my horse from his 
back. 

We urged our horses forward, and 
neyed in moonlight through to the Grand 
Mountains, with the Indians talking in low 
tones among shemselves. It was after mid- 
night when we made the second: halt in a 
deep and somber canyon. Mother was not 
allowed to come up. Douglass kept her 
With him, half a inile further 
down the ravine, Then the 
squaws came, and laughed and grinned, and 
vibbered.

Part were for going away, part for staying. 
We had along ride. The cavaleade was fully 
two miles long. The wind blew a hurricane, 
and the dust was so thick we could not see 
ten feet back. Most of the Indians had no 
breakfast, and we traveled all day 
WITHOUT DINNER OR WATER. 
Mother bad neither saddle nor stirrups, but 
merely a few thicknesses of canvas strapped 
on the horse’s back, while young chiefs 
pranced round on yood suddles. She did not 
reach Grand River until after dark, and the 
ride, for an invalid and aged woman, was long 
and distressin 
After mare hing south some days, the Indians 

said they would stay at their camp and, if the 
soldiers advanced, would get them in a can- 
von and kill them all. The Utes were now 
close to the Uncompahgre district, and could 
not retreat much farther. Eight miles more 
travel,intwo other days, brought us tothe 
camping-cround where Gen. Adams found 
us. This was near Plateau Creek, but high 
up and not far from the snowy range. Mon- 
day night an Uncompahgre Ute came in and 
said that next day Gen. Adams, whom t 
called Washington, was e oming after th 
lives.

Next morning we breakfasted with 
Mrs. Ouray, who shed tears over us as she 
bade us good-by. Then we took mail-wagons 
and stages for home.

The sugar interest was nearly destroved by 
the war, but issteadily increasing in impor- 
tance, and, for the first time since 1861, has 
exceeded in production in 1878 two hundred 
thousand hogsheads of sugar. During five 
vears, from 1857 to 1861 inclusive, the average 
product of cane sugar was about 368,000,000 
pounds. During the five years, 1874 to 1878 
inclusive, the averuge was about 176,000,000 
pounds. The value of the sugar of the period 
of five years ended 1861, averaging 5 1-3 cents 
per pound, was $19,600,000. The value of 
the sugar of the period of five years ended 
1878, averaging 7 cents per pound, was $12 
320,000. 

The crop of rice declined from 215,315,497 
pounds in 1849 to 197,167,032 pounds grown in 
1859. and in 1865 the industry was nearly de- 
stroyed.

Death of a Berlin Composer. 
{Berlin Correspondence of the London Times. | 
The musical world and Berlin society have 

lost a much-valued ornament in the person of 
Herr Kar! Eckert, conductor at the Roya! 
Opera here, who died very suddenly last even- 
ing, at the comparatively early age of 5), 
Walking through the streets to join his wife 
at the house of Prof. Helmholz, Herr Eckert 
suddenly felt very ill, and hailed a cab to re 
turn home, but was dead before arriving 
there. Born at Potsdam in 1820, the son ofa 
Sergeant in ihe Uhlans of the Guard, Eckert, 
while still a mere child, performed wonders 
on the piano and violin, and was regarded as 
a prodigy by Berlin society. Before reaching 
his tenth year he had completed an opera, and 
three years later an oratorio. Mendelssohn 
gave the lad lessons in composition. In 1851, 
after Eckert, favored by wealthy patrons, had 
gone the artistic round of nearly all Europe, 
he became attached, in a high capacity. 
tothe Italian Opera at Paris, and in 1852 ge- 
companied Henriette Sontag to America. Re- 
turning in the same year to Paris as conductor 
atthe Italian Opera, he went to Vienna in 
1854, where he remained till 1861 as chief of 
the Imperial Opera, and then removed ina 
similar capacity to Stuttgart, whence, after a 
residence of six years, he was persuaded to 
ene bere as leader of the orchestra. His 
Opera, William of Orange,’’ failed to obtain 
apermanent place in the royal repertoire, 
though as a composer his fame will doubtless 
survive in some sweet and characteristic 
Songs.
